GUITEAU'S SPEECH.

The Assassin Addresses the Court 
in His Own Defense. 


Case for the Prosecution Closed and 
Scoville’s Opening Statement. 


Adjournment Until To-Worraw---Politi- 
cal News---Washington Gossip. 


The Guiteau Trial. 

WASHINGTON, November 21.—The crowd 
about the court-room this morning was three 
times greater than Saturday, andit was with 
the greatest difficulty those entitled to admis- 
sion could force their way through the corri- 
dors tothe Criminal Court room. The open- 
ing of the court was delayed some minutes in 
consequence. Guiteau arrivedin the van at 
9 0’clock, having an escort of three mounted 
policemen in addition to two officers on the 
van. He was at once taken to his room, where 
he breakfasted and read the morning papers. 
He seemed to have recovered entire- 
ly from his scare. He attributed 


his e3cape on Saturday to the interposition of 
the Dietyjand desired his hearers to under- 
stand he was not afraid to dieif the Deity 
desired it, but be dia not want to be shot down 
like a dog before he had time to fully vindicate 
bis conduct in « courtof justice. Upon being 
brought into the court Guiteau at once devot:- 
e0 himself to lis papers, and contrary to gen. 
erai ¢xpectation made no demonstrations 
whatever or allusions jto the latest attemot 
upon his life. Immediately upon opening the 
court Rebinson arose and addressed the court 
forthe purpose of calling attention to an arn- 
cleinthe Sunday Post in which Scoville was 
made to say he should request the retirement of 
Robinson froin the case, ashe (Scoville) had 
become satisfied that he (Robinson) could be 
of no assistance but rather an embarrassment 
in the conduct of the defense. 
ROBINSON CRITICISED 

in severe terms the discourtesy he has re- 
ceived from Scoville. He was here interrupted 
by Guiteau, who broke in with, ‘‘ Your Honor, 
I want Robinson to stay in.’’ Continuing, 
Robinson requested the court to grant nis dis- 
charge from the case, and positively stated 
he could not, with proper self-respect, 
remain in association with Scovilie. 
Guiteau, who had been closely following Rob- 
inson all through the latter portion of his 
soe ch, broke in again and with considerable 
warmth said: ‘*That’san able speech, and I 
agree with mostofit. If he had only made it 
last Monday there never have been any dis- 
turbance between us.’’ 

Scoville heie tried to quiet Guiteau, when he 
retorted upon him: ‘*heepquiet yourself; ['m 
tulking now. Isympathize with him in this 
matter.’’ 

GUITEAU’S SPEECH. 

Gnitean, retainingghis seat, began, 
Honer, ! 
streak this morning. 

Scoville bere leuned over and whispered to 
him, when Guiteau retorted sharnly and witn 
impatience: ‘‘]l won’tytstand-up, I’m not 
atraid to, however, but I Rave only a moment 
to spenk and will keep my seat. I donotcare 
to say morethan was published last Monday 
i1my address to the pubiic. I presume the 
jury all saw it. I have no set speech to 
make. FTcappear aS my own counsel, and 
my ideais to make corrections as we go along, 
just as we have donethe past three or four 
days. I don’t mean any discourtesy to any 
one. Ionly wantto get atthe facts. If any 
one says I owe them $20 and I don’t I will deny 
itontne spot. My ideais to take things when 
they are hot, not let them getcold and suffer 
trom misrepresentations. Of course I shall go 
on the stand at the proper time and be examin- 
ed and cross-exaniined. My idea, however, is 
to meet a musstatement when it is hot, 
instead of waiting to let the matter get digest- 
ed or misunderstood. Il think the true way is 
tointeiject my statements as the case pro 
ceeds. I have no set speech to make, but am 
much obliged to your Honor and to my counsel 
for the courtesy of this invitation.’’ 

Guiteau’s manger s@ems to have undergone 
a marked change since the early days of the 
trial, and during the delivery of his short 
— this was particularly noticeable. At 
the conclusion he settled back in hie chatr 
with an air of exhaustion and rested his head 
on his head wearily. 

Seoville then addressed the ap | at consider- 
able length. Much, he said, has been in- 
troduced in evidence thus far which, to his 
mind, should have no bearing upon the case. 
All men shared the same opinion relative tothe 
suffering of the President. It was not pleasant 
to contemplate these things, and when they 
were presented tothe jury they must exercise 
ivfluence. The only questions, however, for the 
jury to consider were, whether the prisoner 
killed the President, and whether at the time 
of the shooting he wasin such acondition men- 
tally as to render him responsible for the kill- 
ing. The speaker, with no attempt at oratori- 
cal effects, presented in a plain, matter-of-fact 
manner the points he proposed to make and 
upon waich the defense would eel Without 
completing the opening address, Scoville re- 
quested the court to ajlow him further time—to 
permit him to fioish to-morrow. This was 
grauted and the court adjourned. 

SCOVILLE 
made a brief statement deploring the dis- 
agreement. after which Judge Cox relieved 
Robinson from further connection with the 
defense. Scoville began to address the court: 
‘*Wedo not expect to be compelled to conduct 
the cuse entirely without assistance.’’ 

Here Guiteau exclaimed: ‘‘I understood 
Judge Magruder was anxiousto assist in the 
trial, also Mr. Townsend. I should like them 
toappear here as well as Swett and Trude of 
Chicago. Thenadcing, aftera short pause, 
‘‘One wordon the question of mulpractice.

ST. PAUL, Novem ber 21.—Edward Maxwell, 
the slayer of the Coleman brothers, was 
lynched at Durand, Wis., on Saturday after- 


noon, by an angry mob in the Court-house 


yard. An examination was to have taken 
place in the morning but the prisoner waived 
it, andinthe afternoon he confessed to the 
shoeting of the Coleman brothers, in self-

Gala Days in the Swedish Capital— 
Christine Nilssou Mouored. 


Tourist’s Letter in New York Ilome Journal. 

Tbe five ‘gala duys’”’ celebrating the mar- 
riage of the Crown Prince of Sweden were 
prilliant beyond descripiion. 1 had not 
thought it possiime that | could ever enjoy 
any tetes again as Much as [did enjoy these. 
1 was among the favored few who were ai- 
mitted to Drottningholm Palace on the day of 
the arrival there, September 6, and who par- 
ticipated with the members of the courtin 
the reception. A beautiful little fairy, grand. 
Ccaughter of an American lady, Mrz, Bloom- 
field Moore, strewed roses before the Crown 
Princess as the procession walked from the 
boat up the terrace to the palace, the lord:- 
in-wailing leadiug the way, tre hing with 
the lovely young Princess on bis arm, ani 
the Queen With the Crown Prince. foitowel 
by members of the voyal housrhold wo were 
on duty at thetime. , 

Ibe entrance into Stockholm on the Ist of 
October was Magiificent. We witnessed the 
scene fromthe windows of Prince O-:car’s 
palace, the Queen having sent tickets which 
zdmitted us; also the superb fire-works In 
the evening and the illumination frou the 
balcony of the same palace. On sunday J was 
xdmitted tu the royal chapel witu some 
English frievds to bhearthe services of the 
day and the “Te Deum.” whieh the blowing 
of trum pcts and the bvominyg of guns made 
verv effective. The ladies of the court wore 
white bonnets and white manties, the dress 
for each dinner, the ba'!, soiree and calia opera 
were all prescribed. Wuoite with loos trams, 
all white, for the three last. The ball 
took place on the 5d of Octoder. The 
room where the King opens the Diet, 
in his ermine roles and seated ona silver 
throne, was the supper-room, aad was hung 
with old Gobelin tupestries of the most ex- 
quisite Gesigns to represent an aparrment of 
ihe medimwval age: it Was lichted with uuge 
torcbes.

iine. Niissou sang again on Wednesday evens 
ing at asoiree, following the dinner, for the 
diplomatic corps, at the royal palece. On 
Thaireday the King took his departure for 
Nvorway,the Queen returned to Protiningholm 
Paiave und the Crown Prince and Princess 
went to the castle which has becn newly fitted 
up for them out of Stockholm.

LORENA’S LOVER. 


History of the Song that Carried All 
Hearts fweuty Years Ago. 
From tke Boston Star. 

About the year 1858 there appeared in the 
musical cireles of the West a song which for 
twelve years bad a tun rareiy attained by 
popular melodies. The music had a peculiar 
charm, the words were singularly touching, 
and their lengtb, extendivg to eight long 
verses, suggested to the reader a story back 
ofthem. Infact, the extreme pathos of the 
words contributed as much, perhaps, as the 
music to give the composition its wonderful 
success. It was sung everywhere, in par- 
lors, in concerts, ou the street, and in 
the camps of the contending armies. In the 
Nortbern army it was immensely popular, 
and found its way south through Louisville 
and Cincinnati, and during the rebellion it 
was the only piece sungin Southern homes, 
and, excepting martial airs, about the only 
one sung in the Confederate camp. L[very- 
where was ‘‘Lerena.’’?’ <A steamer on the 
Obio wags named Lorena, engines on Western 
roads were called Lorena, and a person now 
sometimes meets in society young ladies 
named Lorena, cailed that by mothers twenty 
years ago. That the song had astory nearly 
every one familiar with it supposed, and sup- 
posed correctly, and it may not be uninterest- 
ing at this late duy to give admirers of the 
famous melody the facts in the love affair. 

The author of the words was Rev. H. D. L. 
Webster. He studied inthe Columbus Aca- 
demical and Coilegiate Institute, and was 
editor of the college paper. In the year 1848 
being then twenty-four years of age, and full 
of poetry and romance, he was enjoying his 
first pastorate in Zanesville, O. His leading 
parishioner was a wealthy manufacturer, 
whose residence Was upon oneof the many 
hiils which surrounded that smoky tows. 
The house was about half a mile out, au. the. 
eminence upon Which it was seated was the 
one referred to inhis sung: 

’'T was flowery May, 
When up the hilly slope we climbed 
To watch the dying of the day 
And hear the distant church bells chimed. 


There lived in this family a younger sister 
of his wife, Who was the leading singer in tbe 
choir. Sve was 19 yearsof age,small of 
stuture, had blue eyes and light brown hair, 
and was as fairasalily. She was not only a 
sweet sipger, but she was as full of poetry 
and roimsunce as her pas or, and they soon be- 
cume very much attached. ‘Taeir loving did 
not, however, ‘prosper well,’? for the family 
were proud and aristovratic, sand ‘*had 
higber potions for the uxzirl’s future 
than to sanction her iwuarriage with a 
poor preacher.’’ As she was dependent 
upon them forabome, she was forced to 
vieldto their counsel—Mr. Webster says he 
now thinks it wise counsel—and they were 
obliged to give euch other up, It was, how- 
ever, the strong will and the proud spint of 
the sister, more than the opposition of the 
pro'ber-in-iaw, that separated them, or 
ratver kept Lorena frombim. Lorena seems 
to have been passive, indecisive tu character, 
and submissive in the hands of her strong- 
willed sister. ' 

Mr. Webster saw her forthe last time at 
her home, learned of the sister’s uncon- 
querable opposition, heard his fate, and took 
a quiet but vainfui tarewell, very little being 
ssid. That night she wrote him a last letter, 
in which she used the words, so we!l remem- 
bered by those familiar witb the song: ‘If 
we try wemuy forget.” It was eight years 
after that he wrote: 

For ‘‘If we try we may forget,’’ 
Were words ot thine long years ago. 


Yeas, these were words ot thine, Lorena : 
They burn witbin my memory yet, 
Tbhey touch some tender chords, Lorena, 
Which thrill and tremble with regret. 
Thereis a future. Oh! thank God, 
Of life this isso smaila pare. 
‘Tis dust to dust beneath the sod, 
But there, up there, 'tis heurt to heart, 

The effect of the separation was to c.ush the 
young man, and writing to a friend five vears 
ago, LWentv-six vears after the occurrence, 
be says: ‘‘l doubtif all dark lines are erased 
irom wy heart yet,’’ He resigned bis pastor- 
ate, and cought another field, smothering his 
pain by bard study and work. And the only 
sign of that painthe wor'd ever saw was the 
he ait-cry mn the song of **Lorena.’’ In 1856 
he was residing in Racine, W1s.,where he met 
J. P. Webster, the composer, who, thourh of 
the same name,is borelation to him. They 
soon became very intimate. J. P. Webster 
Was writing song music, and was trouled to 
tind appropriate words. Nev. Mr. Webster 
told hin that he would write a song. and ia 
two days he produced it. entitled ‘*‘*bertha,’”’ 
a mese fancy nome. When the composer 
came to set it to music he wanted a name of 
three syllables, accented on the second, aud 
the authbortiben madeupthe name of “tLo- 
rena.”’ 

The young Jady’s name was not Lorena, 
however, nor Bertha, but Icila. It is said 
that she losi her vivacity and sunny, witch- 
ing ways after they parted, aud never regain- 
ed them, and that she is now asad, siekly 
woman, pastthe prime oflife. When last 
beard from, however, several months avo, 
she was traveling in Europe. Her proud aad 
baughtv sister bas long since passed over the 
river, Where “’is beurt to beart, instead of 
cojlartojdotiar.”? Her prother-in-law died oaly 
afew weeks ago. Mr. Webster, u'so pis! tne 
prime of life, is narried, and jives in Neenau, 
Wis.,a minister and the editor vfa local

— The Style for Shirts. 
From Harper’s Bazar. 

There are no marked Cuanges made in eut 
ting yventiemen’s clothing, though pantaioons 
are nurrower than those of ‘ast season, and 
4i) coats are shorter, tneludipy tne Prince 
Aibert frock coats, diess coats, morning cit- 
aways, sacks aod al-o overcoats. The sutt 
for business, traveling, and morning Wear is 
made irom one piece of English or Secoteb 
suiting in neat piaids, checks or mixtures of 
colors. ‘The cout msav be a sack with one or 
four buttons, or an English cutaway with the 
same bpumber of buttons. The vest, cut high 
like the coat, has collar or not, according to 
tbe fancy of the wearer. The trousers ure 
very c'ose fitting. 

‘Tne semi-dress suit for church and after- 
noon wear is really the day dress suit, as it is 
worn to all entertainments givenin the day 
time, such as afternoon teas, receptions and 
weddings. This consists of a Prince Aibert 
double-breasted frock coat of black or dark 
blue twilled cloth—voung men prefer dark 
blue, with marked diagonal lines; this coat is 
finished with silk facings, and the vest of the 
sume cloth is cut very bigh to match the coat, 
so thatonly very little of the folded scarf is 
shown belowthe color. The trousers are 
made of heavy cloth, with dark: newt stripes, 
usually bavingaeray effect, but no special 
color prevails for these. 

Tbe dress suit remains unchanged in 
shape, except that the coats are suorteueda 

rifle. The most glossy West of Faxiand

Silk fac- 
ings may be used On such coats, or they are 
omitted, as the wearer directs. Tne narrow 
trousers are of heavier doeskin of the s ime 
lustrous biack used for the cort.

Return of an Arctic Voyager with In- 


formation of Impurtance. 
From the London Times. 
Capt. Adams, of the Dundee whaler Arc- 


tic, who has just returned from the Davis 
Straits fishing, furnishes some interesting in- 
formation in regard to his voyage in tbe polar 
seas. He states that in the course of his 
search for whales be went up Wellington 
Channel as far as the water has ever been 
penetrated by any expedition, and his further 
progress was only checked by eacountering 
the beavy ice of the poiar barrier. This oc- 
eurred in August last. No whales were seen 
in that quarter, and the Arctic steamed 
up Barrow Straits till the polar bar- 
rier was encountered % second time, 
A course was then taken down Peel 
Sound to within afew muies of where tuc 
Erebus and Terror were lost. Beachy 
Island was visited, and there Capt. Adams | 
saw the monument erected to Sir John 
I'ranklin and five of his crew. He fuund the 
house er:cted tothe viemity in a wretched 
condition, and the provisions left by former 
explorers not at all serviceable. Avcompan- 
ied by a few of his men he mnade some seurch 
in tbe locality, and just as the party were 
coming away i.tey vere confronted by a polar 
bear,wh'chCap'.Ad:ims shot within afew vards 
ofthe graves. ‘t‘He skin of tue bear he in- 
tepds 10 present to some of the relatives of 
sir John Frankliv. No whales were seen ‘n 
this direction, and accordingly the Arctic 
pr ceeded up toward the Gulf of Boothia. 
Ap atiempt was made to reach this sea earlier 
in the veir, hut nv advance Was posséble, ow- 
iny to the heavy ice. About the end of 
Aigus!, lowever, the ice was ia « 
totally different cousition, and the 
Arctic got up as far as C pe Norder- 
skjold, onthe West side vf Bootbia. Here 
several whales were got. Sefore coming 
uwuy the Captain tried to getto the other 
side <A heavy fog wus experienced, anid 
whenit cleared z»way the ship was found 
wWitbeu fifteen miles of Fury and Hecla 
Straits andin very sballow water. La this 
disuict the Captain yotoun board avery in- 
telligent E quimau, from whom he ob-ained 
a good deai ofinteresting and valuable in- 
foimation. The native stated that when he 
was a young munin his father’s hut three 
méencame over the land toward Repuise 
Bay, and that one of them wasa yreat cap- 
tuin when be died. The other two were in 
sore distress and cried very much, stating 
that he was the ‘‘Aniguk,”’ or great ciptiin. 
Tiese two lived some little time in his 
father’s hut, and he showed Cap*. A'lam: the 
spoton « chart where they were puried. The 
Esqu.mau, continuing his narrative, said that 
seventeen persons started from twu vessels 
which bad been lost far to the westward, but 
only three were able to survive the journey 
to his father’s hut. 


Fiom allin’ormation furnished by the Es- 


quimau, Capt. Adams bas no douvt that the 
+ vecsels referred to were those of the Frank- 
lin Expedition, and that the great ciptiin 


mentioned Was Lieut. Crozier. Assumiag 


| that what the E-quimau stated was correct, 


it is beyond .doubt that the mem- 
bers of the Franklin Expedition were at- 
tempting to reach Hudson Bay Territory. 


Judging fromthe presentage of the native, 


Capt. Adams is of opinion that his allu-ion to 


having secn the men when he was 
a youpg man must refer to a veriod some 
thirty-five years ago. It was C p:. A lam.’ 
intention to bring hométhe native, but cir- 
cumstances occurred which prevented this 
resolution being carried out, butheisina 
position to furnish information of avery de- 
tailed nature and calculated to throw consid- 
erable tight onthe movements and ultimate

tion. Capt. Adams also brings homea few

He was without charts, and 
his compasses were practically of no use and 
did not indicate the course steered. He was 
only able to guide his ship through these wa- 
ters by the use of the lead aud the keeping of 
asburp !ookout, and When the foxs, wuico 
were exceedingly prevalent, c'eared away, ue 
alwavs took the opportunity of ascertaining 
the position of his sbip by the sun. 
Adams has given frequent proof of his devo- 
tien to arctic dircovery, and it will be re- 
membered tbat some years 22g) Capt.

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CARPET DESIGNERS. 


Women Considering the Possibilities of 
Industrial Art. 
From the New York Times. 


A meeting of ladies was held in Steinway 
Hall yesterday afternoon to consider the pos- 
sibilities of industrial art for women. The 
Rev. Phebe Hanaford presided, and several 
addresses were delivered. Mrs. Florence E. 
Cory, Principal of the Woman’s Institute of 
Technical Design, Which was recently estab- 
lished in this city, advanced the proposition 
that whatever could be done by man in deco- 
rative art coula be done as well by women, 
and she made an earnest plea to her own sex 
to fit themselves by proper training to engage 
in remunerative industrial work. Mrs. Cory 
enjoys the distincticn of being the first wo- 
man who ever attempted to make designs for 
carpets inthis country. She said that four 
years ago, when she came to this city, 
there was no schoel at which 
was taught any kind of design as applied to 
industrial purposes, except at Cooper Union, 
where design was taught theoretically but 
not practically. During the past year or two, 
powever, in many branches of industrial de- 
sign women bave been pressing tothe front, 
and Jast year 18 ladies were graduated from 
the Boston Institute of Technology. Most of 
these ladies are now working as designers for 
various manufacturers, eight are in print 
factories, designing for chimtz and calico, two 
have become designers for oil-cloths, one is 
designing fora carpet company, and one for 
a china factory. Carpet designing, said Mrs. 
Cory, is especially fitted for women’s work. 
It opens a wide field to them that is light, 
pleasant and remunerative. The demand for 
rood carpet designs far exceeds the supply, 
and American manufacturers are sending 
to Europe, particularly Eogland and France, 
for hundreds of thousands of doilars’{ worth 
of designs yearly. If the same quality of de- 
signs could be made in this country the man- 
ufacturers would aps J patronize home tal- 
ent. One carpet firm alone pays $100,000 per 
year for its designing department, and of this 
sum several thousands of dollars go to for- 
eign markets. Moretechnical knowledge is 
required for carpet designing than for any 
oiher industria] design. It is necessary to 
pave a fair knowledge of the looms, runnings 
of color, and manner of weaving. Hitherto 
this knowledge has beea very difficult, if not 
impossible, for women to obtain. Butnow 
there are afew places where competent in- 
struction inthis branch of industrial artis 
given. Ladies are rapidly developing a de- 
gree of knowledge that at times surprises 
business men. One day last fall a young lady 
of this city entered ularge carpet store and 
asked the clerk who eame to wait on her fora 
drop-match sprig-pattern, double shot-about 
two: ply ingrain, which convinced the said 
clerk that one Jady st least knew fully as 
much about carpets as he did. 

Girls who enter carpet factories merely as 
copyists or for the purpose of puttirg in 
crounds receive about #6 per week from the 
start, with no harder auties than sitting 
guietiy and painting from 9 o’clock inthe 
morning until 5 o’clock in the afternoon. 
This isindeed much more healthful and re- 
munerative tban being a shop girl or a seam- 
stress. There are several kinds of work con- 
nected with the business that may be done at 
bome by those who wish, and at Very fair 
prices. The price of copying an ingrain 
designis from $3 to $6 per sheet. The price 
for an original design of the same size is from 
‘10}jto $20. For Brussels ortapestry sketches, 
which may be made at home, provided they 
are as good asthe average sketch, the artists 
receive from $15 to $30. For moquettes, 
Axministers,§and the higher grades of carpets 
some artists are paid as‘high as $200. ‘The 
average price, however, is from $25 to $100. 
These designs may all be made at home, car- 
ried tothe manufacturer, submitted to his 
udgment, and, if approved, will be pur- 
chased. After the purcnase, if 
the manufacturer’ desires the _ artist 
to put the design upon the lines and the ar- 
iist chooses to do so,the work may still be 
done at home, andtne pay will range from 
~20 to $75 extra foreach design so finished. 
the average jengthof time for making a de- 
sign is, for ingrains, tWo per week; Brussels 
sketch,three per Week; Brussels on the lines, 
one in two Weeks; moquettes and Axminsters 
Oonein two or three weeks, depending, ef 
cou) se,upon the elaborateness and size of the 
pattern. Whenthe workis done at the de- 
signing-rooms and the artist is requirned to 
rive hisor ber timé from 9 o’clock inthe 
motning until 5in the afternoon, the salaries 
rin aboutas follows: For + yvood orizinal 
ingrain desigrer, from $2,000 to $5,000 per 
vear. A good Brussels and tupestry designer, 
from $1,500 to $6,000 per year. Copvists aud 
shaders, from $3to $10 per week. Mrs. Cory 
explained the method of preparing a design 
foracarpet and alsothe way in which the 
various colors are introduced into the carpets. 
Her remarks were illustrated by colored 
sketches and blackboard drawings. Shealso 
spoke of the great demand that exists for de- 
signs in oil-cloths and wall-papers. 

Seats on the stage were occupied by Mrs. 
Rt. A. Morse, Mrs. Dr. Anna D. French and 
Mme. Roch, and each one of these ladies made 
a few remarks in encourazement of the edu- 
cation of women in industrial art. Mrs. 
Morse said that woman owed it to herself to 
—. suflicient knowledge to make herself 
independent of man. Mary of the large 
firms in New York, she said, were paving out 
jJarge sums of money annually for designs for 

textile fabrics, and there was no reason why 
the women of America should not be qualified 
to earn some of this money, which now goes 
mostly to foreign artists. The speaker advo- 
cated the establishment of Sehowo's of Indus- 
trial Art in which there would be special 
departmests so that young girls might be 
trained to follow some practical calling. 


Mrs. Dr. French said that unskiiled 
labor and incompetent workmen were 
toe bane and disgrace of this coun- 


trv, andshe thougnt that the field of in- 
dustiial art Was very inviting to women. She 
disparaged the custom of decorating china- 
Ware and little fancy articles, and said that if 
the time thus wasted by Woman was applied 
to the study of practical desiguing those who 
persevered in the latter branch of industrial 
art might earn liberal wages. Miss R-qua, 
of the Public Schoo] Department, expltaiued 
that elementary Jessons in drawing were 
taughtin the public schools. Mme. Roch, 
Whois thoroughly familiar with industrial 
snd high art in both this country aod in 
Lurope, said that if the American people 
would apply themselves more carefully to the 
study of designs they could easily produce as 
cood work as came from abroad. The beau- 
lies to be seen in American nature alone 
‘urpassed anything that she had ever wit- 
hessed in the old countries.

Takea 
walk around our markets and you will find 
cases and piles of turkey, chickens, game 
etc., scalded and frozen. You buy them a few 
cents a pound cheaper than dry-picked poul.- 


try. but do vou know that th very 
paiticle of favor? A chicken, tarbey ec any 
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bird that has been pluckea immediately { 
after. being killed will never be as good 
a bird as if plucked atew minutes before use. | 
Ot course, baving a bird kiled afew days be- 
fore use is necessary, but if possible do not 
pluck it but an hour or so betore using it. Then 
the evaporation cannot take place and all the 
flavor staysinthe bird. Take for instance 
two oranges, applesor pears. Take the skin 
off one and leave it on the other, put them side 
by side on a shelf in the air,and after a certain 
time vou will findthe one with skin on has 
kept allitsjuice and flavor andthe other has 
lost it and is either dried up or rotten. Keep 
a)so your poultry and game in cold air cham- 
bers instead of ice, which has the same effect 
as the air on a plucked bird.

The Reason He Handed His Resignation to 
Captain Frangel. 


An itemin a morning paperin reference to a 
row at the Fifth District Police Station, in 
which an cfficer named McLaughlin is said to 
bave knocked down Capt. Frangel and Clerk 
Faulkner, in a quarrel about religious matters, 
is pronounced as ‘‘barney’’ by Capt. Frangel 


and others interested. The morning 
paper states that McLaughlin was 
a Catholic and the others Masons, 


that the dispute was brought about by a dis- 
cussion of the merits of Masonry and Catholi- 
cism, and that the patrolman was suspended. 
Capt. Frangel was met this morning and asked 
about the matter. ‘‘It’s all wrong,’’ he said. 
‘*Noboay struck me or anybody else. There 
was not a hard word spoken.’’ 

‘What are the facts in the case?’’ 

‘‘Friday afternoon, while Mike McLaughlin 
was off duty, he went into a Chouteau avenue 
saloon, kept by a man named Meyers. 
There he met Joe Speed, au ex-policeman, 
who gotinto some fiuss. McLaughiin was as- 
sistivbg biminthefracas, and thrust his elbow 
through « pane of glass. He turned to Meyers 
and said he would pay forthe giass. A ygener- 
al fight ensued and McLaughlin lost his star. 
Scon aftewards three nen came over to my 


station, among them Geo. Wolf, 
biought the star and entered a 
| compleint against Mike McLaughlin. 


Soon afterwards, McLaughlin, who belongs to 
the Centra) District,came over to the Fifthsta- 
tion also.He was very drunk, and his tace was 
cut and bleeding freely. ‘Captain,’ said he, 
‘I wanttoretign.’ J teld him that was all 
nonsense, but he persisted. I finally asked 
Faulkner to fill out a resignation and he signed 
it. When he had done so, he said, ‘Now, I’ve 
resigned, and I'm going over to that saloon 
and clean out the whole crowd.’ 

*‘] reasoned with him, and told him not to 
make matters worse, but he kept on talkiug. 
Finally,I said, ‘If you want to go over and make 
a d—n fool of yourself,I can’t prevent you. But 
before you go, jet me take off your buttons. 

‘All right,’ said he, ‘cut them off.’ 

‘*] removed his buttons,’’ said Capt. Fran- 
gel, ‘‘and afterwards Faulkner took him back 
in the hall, with the intention of coaxing his 
ievolver from him. McLaughlin finally went 
to s'eep at the station and remained there un- 
tilthe next morning. Idid not suspend him. 
He insisted on resigning.’’ 

‘*Nobody was knocked down then?’’ 
theneporter. 

‘‘No, indeed. There was not a hard word 
spoken. No discussion occurred, and nothing 
was said about anything, except the attempt 
to persuade McLaughlin not to go back to 
Meyers’ saloon.’’ 

Capt. Frangei says that McLaughlin is one of 
the best men on theforce. Heis not a drink- 
ing man, buthas begun to imbibe recently. 
To show how intoxicated he was on the occasion 
mentioned, the hostler says when he got up in 
the morning, he looked down at hisclothes, 
and wanted to know ‘‘where in the d—1l are 
wy buttons?’’ McLaughlin could not be seen 
this morning. Itis said that he claims that he 
was struck with a ‘billy’ at the station, but 
Frangel positively denies this. a -.« 

Some ot his friendswere around atthe station, 
yesteiday, wanting to withdra- his resignation 
und have him go before the Police Board on 
the charges that will be preferred.

MURDERED BY HIS BROTHER-IN-LAW. 


Two Negroes Quarrel in Brooklyn and One 
is Fatally Stabbed, 


Brooklyn, asmall town about three miles 
porth of East St. Louis, isina high state of 
excitement this morning over a murder which 


took place there yesterday. The im- 
mediate trouble which terminated in 
Harrison Edwards’ death was over 


an arrest being made by the City Marshal. 
Milton Taylor was drunk and using very pro- 
fane language about bal{-past 5 yesterday 
evening just as the colored people were emerg- 
ing from the church. James Pettiford, the 
City Marshal, happened along and placed Tay- 
ior under arrest. Taylor resisted, and the Mar- 
shal stauck him on the head. Charles Ca). 
laway was standing near and remonstrated 
with the Marshal, telling him touse no vio- 
lence, asthey were ail members of the same 


lodge. Harrison Edwards then interfered in 
behait of the Marshal and used 
abusive language towards Callaway, 
finaliy strikivg him with his fist and 


knocking bim off the pavement. Edwards 
followed up the assault, and shoved Callaway 
off the pavement,but as he was falling mudew 
lunge at Lis assistant with q Knife, the biade 
penctiating the breast, severing the main ar- 
tery. Ual. Edwards complained to several by- 
standers Of being stabbed, but no one saw Cal- 
laway usethe knife. Edwards wastakento a 
colorcea man’s (named Weeks) house and Dr. 
Grayson, of Venice, summoned, but before his 


arrival Edwards was dead, having 
lived only about fifteen minutes 
after being cut. No attempt was 


made to ariest Callaway till after Edwards’ 
death, butinthe meantime hehad made good 
his escape and has not been found since, 
Calaway and Edwards were brothers-in-law, 
and had an old grudge of about four weeks, 
standing. Edwards met his mother-in-law 
about that time and related to her how his 
wife had leftyhim. Callaway sided with the 
ola ladv and became involvedin a scuffle with 
Edwards, but the combatants were separated 
withoutbloodsheds Kdwards met Callaway 
several times yesterday and on each occasion 
tried to quarrel with him. Allthe parties to 
the trouble are colored, and among hisjneigh- 


bors Callaway bears the reputation of 
being a narmless man if let 
alone. Edwards, on the contrary, was in- 


clined to quarrel, and had but few friends 
among the colored population of Brooklyn. 
Coroner Baker will hold the inquest this even- 
ing.

The reported stock of corn in this market to- 
day showed a decrease of over 100,000 bushels.

A private telegram from that mar- 
ket stated that tbe weakening was dueto larger 
receipts, but that there were ‘‘strong expecta- 
ions for bigher prices.’’

on side tracks. 
AT UNION DEPOT. 
This morning Union Depot resembled a rai!- 
road stationin a small town much more than 
the centering roint cf over tifteen roads. Up 
to 9 o’clock the platforms gre usually crowded 
with passengers and fifends, while trains are 
pulling in and out on tho twu gozen 
Jracks &f sheoit intervals. Thia mosifig a 
gang of workmen were slowly wash- 
ing away the snow. All the trains were 
builletined behindtime. The Wabasn, Chica- 
go. Burlington and Quincy, and Chicago and 
lton from Cnic?go were each an hour behind 
time. The trains Jeaving this point for Chica- 
go on Saturday evening pul.ed out on the Illi- 
ois Central. Al) the trains leaving the Union 
Pepot eparied on tinié his morning, onu 
at 9 o’clock the tracks wéré clJeur. Th; 
Ohio and Mississippi, Missouri Pacific and Wu 
bash west trains arrived after table time. The 
condition of the roads in all directiong has 
tly interfered wiih the fast trains, which 
are now unable tofilluut their tims by an 
hour, at least. 


AT ll O'CLOCK 
this mo) ning nearly all the trains had arrived 
at Union Depot. The Wabash truins No. 41, 43 
and 47 were Dulletined to arrive atnoon. i've 
Chicago and Alton No. 8 was three hours e- 
hind time,and No. 46 was two hours Jate. Van- 
dalia No. 10 was three hours late, and the Ohio 
and Mississippi three hours atter tavie time. 

The Iron untain passenger due at Uaion 
Depot at 3:40 p. a. yesterday came up in good 
shape with a large lot of mad passengers at 5 
a.m. to-day. <A large washout caused the 
delay. Bothtne Missouri Pacific trains arrived 
but were behind time. There is no washout 
on this road and the delays are cansed by the 
heavy rains, which always have the effect of 
delaying trains. The St. L ,uis and Southeast- 
ern arrived at 12:30 to-day. 

AT THE HOTELS. 

The effect of the delayed trains was very 
plainly visible at the hotels. At the Lindell 
and Southern this morning two or three names 
graced the top lines of the register. At the
